Florida State University’s 1981 football guide has been designed for use by the media 
and Seminole fans. Any questions not covered in this brochure can be addressed to the 
FSU Sports Information Office. 

‘Additional information, such as feature material and photos, will be made available to 
any accredited member of the media upon request. 

All requests for working press, radio, television, photographer, or scouting credentials 
should be made to Florida State Sports Information Director Mark Carlson at least one 
Week prior to the game. 


CREDENTIALS: Space for the working press, radio, television and scouts Is allocated 
by the Sports Information Office. All requests for working credentials should be directed to 
this office in writing at least one week prior to the game. Florida State’s press box is 
located on the west side of Doak Campbell Stadium with elevator service to all three 
levels. Media representatives and scouts should enter through the Press Gate. located 
north of the elevator. 

POLICIES: Working press will be admitted to the press deck, where approximately 90 
seats are available. Credentials are issued by FSU according to the following criteria: 

‘A) Local newspapers. wire services, national publications, newspapers from opponent's 

area and student newspapers from FSU and opponent's school 

B) Other daily newspapers with preference to those which regularly cover FSU. 

C) Scouts. 

D) Non-daily newspapers, with preference to those which have regularly covered FSU. 

E) Radio and television personnel not actually broadcasting, but considered reporting 

(seats will be provided in the stands), 

RADIO-TV: The first level of the press box is designated for use by radio and television 
‘broadcasting crews, home and visiting coaches and stadium operations. Each booth is 
fully enclosed and sound-proof. 

PHOTOGRAPHERS: Only accredited photographers will be issued credentials, The 
photo deck, or roof, of the press box offers an unobstructed view for TV, movie and still 
cameras. Dark room space is also available in the stadium. Photographers will be allowed 
‘on the sidelines only after checking in at the press box and obtaining a special field photo 
pass. Only free-lance photographers shooting for the FSU Sports Information Office will 
be issued credentials, 

SERVICES: Play-by-play, halftime and complete statistics will be provided. When pos- 
sible post game comments from the coaches and players will be available. Refreshments 
are available on all decks. 

TELECOPIERS: An independent telecopier service will be available for each game with 
a nominal fee being charged. Please contact the Sports Information Office in advance. If 
{you plan to use your own telecopier and phone, please have them placed in the telecopier 
area of the press deck. 

‘TELEPHONE: Telephone service should be secured directly through Centel Telephone 
Company of Florida, Tallahassee (904/222-2236). Have them contact the sports informa- 
tion office for location.

Bobby Bowden knew it. 

Yet, the Seminole head coach just 
smiled as he left the floor of the Flor- 
ida state legislature after Representa 
tive Sid Martin had passed along his 
best wishes for the °81 season. 

“What he didn’t realize,” Bowden 
seid later, “was that he was wishing 
me the national championship be- 
cause if we go 10-1 next season 
body else in the country can win it 

‘You can bet on FSU winning the 
national ttle if the Tribe goes 10-1 in 
"81 

“1 wouldn't care who went 11-0, 
but if we can get that (10-1) we'll beat 
‘out anybody,” says Bowden. 

Why can the sixth-year FSU men- 


tor be so positive? 
“Shoot, we're playing the toughest 
schedule in the country,” Bowden 


soys. “Last year the NCAA computer 
told us we had the hardest schedule 
in the country. This year all you need 
to do is look at WHO we are playing 
and then WHERE the games are be- 
ing played to see it's the toughest. 

“When you put the schedule on a 
table and the table tilts you know 
you're in trouble." 

Indeed no team has ever faced the 
task that's ahead of the Tribe for ‘81. 
In succession the Seminoles have 
dates with Nebraska, Ohio State, 
Notre Dame, Pittsburgh and LSU, 
Four of that five had national ranking 
Iast season and concluded their year 
ina post-season bowl. 

‘What makes those dates even more 
interesting for the Seminoles is that 
each will be played on the road. Not 
‘one is scheduled for the friendly sur- 
roundings of Doak Campbell Sta- 
dium. 

“It isn’t fair to say the schedule is a

than that. This is probably the tough- 
‘est schedule ever in the history of col- 
lege football.” 

“Thus the Seminoles, who have lost 
just one regular season game in the 
last two years and are 21-3 overall, 
prepare for an awesome assignment 
that becomes even more dificult 
when one realizes 14 starters have 
graduated from last year's 10-2 team. 

“We will have a lot of inexperi- 
enced players out there but they are 
willing,” says Bowden. “The key to 
‘our season will be injuries. If we can 
stay healthy I would expect us to im- 
prove every week. We will have to 
improve because of the kind of folks 
we'll be playing.” 

Bowden had his first look at the 
Seminoles "81 during the 20 days of 
‘spring practice. 


“We are very happy with the prog- 
ress made,” Bowden said. “But we 
are not even close to being what we 
will need to be to play this schedule 

Adding to the Florida State di 
lemma is the fact the Seminoles no 
longer enjoy the luxury of being cast 
in an underdog role. 

‘We aren't going to slip up on any 
body this season,” says Bowden. 

‘We (FSU) have established a 
reputation with the back-to-back 
Orange Bowls. There won't be any 
ambushes. 

Today, anywhere you go in the 
country they know about the Florida 
State football program. Right now | 
would compare our program to that 
of Arizona State six years ago. The 
Sun Devils had a good reputation 
around the country but were not in 
the class of Oklahora. Southem Cal 
and Notre Dame. 

We've identified ourselves. This 
university has the potential to be in 


the class of those schools I've men 
tioned, but we need to keep win 
ning 

Is Bowden perhaps more realistic 
than anyone when viewing the up 
coming campaign? 

“One of the best questions I've 
been asked is “how would Oklahoma, 
Notre Dame or Southern Cal do with 
that schedule?” Bowden says. “And 
the one thing | keep remembering is 
that whoever has that schedule could 
have a great football team and still 
lose a bunch of games, 


How will Bowden present the up 
coming assignment to his team when 
it convenes? 

We will have to avoid the upset.” 
the Sl-year-old mentor says, “We 
won't be able to look past anyone be 
cause the reputations of most of those 
folks is so great. 

This is @ great opportunity for our 
football team. The chance of us hav 


ing a good winning percentage isn't as. 
great as it has been, but our players 
will know there is no other school in 
the country with the challenge we 
have. 

“The hard part for our players will 
be the physical challenge. Each 
school we play will be just as physical 
as the other. There won't be any drop 
offs like we've enjoyed in the past.” 

Still, Bowden smiles when he 
thinks about what's ahead, 

“Schools like Oklahoma don't re 
bulld, they reload,” Bowden says 
“The first Oklahoma team we played 
in the Orange Bowl lost 14 starters 
yet those Sooners were right back 
there the next year and I thought with 
just as good a football team. 

“Now we're in the same sort of 
situation with so many folks having 
finished their eligbility. This year 
will ind out how well we can reload

WIDE RECEIVERS —This area (split end and flanker) 
involves positions where the Tribe is blessed with outstand- 
ing talent. Three of the top four players—Hardis Johnson, 
Dennis McKinnon and Phil Williams—have drawn starting 
assignments in their careers. Williams, who caught 14 
passes for 195 yards and two touchdowns last season, was 
an Academic All-American as a sophomore (1979). Johnson 
has become known as a “big play” artist for the Tribe 
since arriving on the scene. In two years, he has totaled 38 
catches, but 12 of those have been for touchdowns. The 
best day of his career was last December 6 vs, Florida 
where he caught seven, including two for scores, and was 
named the FSU Most Valuable Player by ABC-TV and 
Chevrolet for its national telecast. McKinnon has drawn 
spot duty in his first two years with the Tribe, but last year 
showed he has the potential to compete with Johnson for 
the “big play” assignments. Dennis had three TD recep- 
tions in his 12 catches last season. Also showing promise 
during spring practice was converted quarterback Weegie 
‘Thompson at flanker and Tony Johnson at split end. 


TIGHT ENDS—Sam Childers and Zeke Mowatt, who 
shared this slot at the close of last season, will do the same 
in '81. They will probably act as the “messengers” in the 
Seminoles’ play-caling system. Childers, a native of Talla- 
hassee who played at Leon High School, will be seeking 
his fourth letter while Mowatt wants his second. Childers is 
considered the better pass catcher of the two while the 
coaches employ Mowatt more for his blocking abilities. By 
comparison, Childers caught 20 passes for 157 yards and 
two touchdowns in 1980 while Mowatt pulled down four 
for 36 yards and one score. Also expected to see action 
here this fall will be converted quarterback Tom Wheeler, 
who played tight end as a freshman (1979) before siting 
out last fall 


INTERIOR LINE—Here lies the major trouble spot of 
the offense. Only one starter—Tom  Brannon—retums 
from last season and he's switching positions—from tackle 
to guard. Fall practice will find Bob Merson at center with 
Brannon and Eric Ryan at the quad slots and Barry Volta- 
petti teaming v."h Herbert Harp at tackle. With the excep- 
tion of Harp, each member of the group has lettered, but 
only Ryan has starting experience (against Nebraska and 
Pittsburgh last year), Merson was the backup for three 
games at center last fall before sustaining a knee injury. 
Voltapetti alternated between tackle and tight end (one 
catch for 10 yards) and until spring practice Harp had been 
utllzed on defense. One benefit the group did receive dur- 
ing spring practice was that it had an opportunity to work 
together as a unit because the injury situation did not be: 
come a factor. It will be Brannon’s responsibilty to hold 
the group together. This will be his third season as a 


starter. Backup assignments here will probably belong to 
Tom McCormick (center), Redus Coggin and Jim Thomp- 
son (guards) and Danny Collier and Terry Widner (tackles) 


QUARTERBACK—Rick Stockstil proved last fall he 
can commang the offense of a major college football team. 
After spending three seasons mostly riding the bench, he 
took over the controls of the Seminole offense and guided 
the Tribe to its 10-2 mark. Stockstil is not your flashy 
quarterback, but he rarely makes a mistake that gets his 
team beat. He threw 201 passes in the reqular season last 
fall and just eight were intercepted while 121 went for 
completions. FSU had just 14 turnovers in the 11 games. 
Junior Blair Williams, who came out of Tallahassee Leon 
High School (the same school that produced Wally Wood- 
ham and Jimmy Jordan), won the backup role in spring 
practice after a four-way battle. The third slot will probably 
belong to freshman Eric Thomas, who graduated early last 
\Wwinter from high school and was able io participate in the 
20 days of spring dls. 


TAILBACK—Last year's starter Sam Platt has gradu- 
ated after gaining 983 yards, the third best single season 
total in schoo! history. Back, however, is Platt’s chief substi- 
tute, Ricky Williams, who gained 383 yards in 73 cartes, 
an average of 5.2 yards per tote. Williams, in fact, did the 
bulk of the running against Florida (21 carties for 78 yards) 
and Oklahoma (19-99) in the Orange Boul loss after Piatt 
was injured. Williams had injury problems during the re- 
cent spring drills, but his early work indicated he’s ready to 
take over starting duty full-time. Before the year is com- 
pleted the tailback position could be one of the strongest 
on the team. The coaches are anxiously waiting to evaluate 
the work of five very talented freshmen—Billy Allen, Greg 
Allen, Cedric Jones, and Tony Smith. Billy Allen, Jones 
and Smith had the advantage of participating in spring 
practice and Allen, a veteran of playing service (Air Force) 
ball in Europe managed to tie down the backup role, 


FULLBACK —Mike Whiting, a starter the last two sea- 
sons, retums for his senior year. Whiting has proved to be 
not just @ very talented runner, but also an exceptional 
pass receiver. Last fall, Whiting was the team’s leading pass 
receiver with 25 catches for 203 yards. His rushing totals 
showed 133 caries for 500 yards and six TDs. Whiting has 
also developed a reputation as an outstanding blocker on 
tailback sweeps and protecting the passer. His backup will 
be the same individual who played that role last fall, Ken 
Burnett (32 carries for 145 yards and two TDs with two 
catches for 15 yards). Also trying to push his way into the 
picture is junior Darish Davis, who was injured much of

ENDS—If everyone here remains healthy this could be 
‘one of the strongest areas of the football team, but injuries 
are a concer, especially where Jarvis Coursey, a starter 
last season is concerned. Coursey injured his back prior to 
the Orange Bowl, but was able to participate in the game 
‘and was named its Defensive MVP. But the injury has 
‘continued to be bothersome and Coursey missed the entire 
spring practice. If Coursey is unable to periorm in the fall 
the responsibility could fall to either Roger Brownlee or 
Mark Rodrigue. Allen Dale Campbell will start pre-season 
practice listed as the starter on the other side, but is ex- 
pected to be pressed by veteran two-time letter winner 
Scott McLean. Campbell won the first team slot during 
spring practice when McLean elected to compete with the 
track and field team. 


TACKLES—One of the leaders of last year's defense, 
steady Garry Futch, returns for his second year of starting 
duty. He was one of the most pleasant surprises the Tribe 
coaching staff had last fall, He's a big play artist who was 
credited with five tackles for loss, a fumble recovery and 
‘two quarterback sacks. The spot opposite Futch will proba- 
bly fall to sophomore Alphonso Carreker, who saw more 
playing time than any other freshman on defense last fall. 
Carreker finished the campaign as the third tackle and was 
used extensively at the close of the season. Underclassmen 
figure heavily here in backup roles. That group includes 
sophomores David Ponder, Keith Lester and Tim Mitchell 
and junior Mark Sims. Ponder. like Carreker lettered in 
1980, and Lester has made great strides since being 
moved from offense (tight end) during spring drills. 


NOSEGUARD—James Gilbert moves into the spot- 
light after playing for three seasons in the shadow of de- 
parted concensus All-American Ron Simmons. Gilbert, 
however, is known by the opponents. He has started when 
‘Simmons was injured and also played some at defensive 
tackle, He finished last year with 45 tackles including seven 
for loss, seven quarterback sacks and two fumble recover- 
ies. The sacks and tackles for loss were both team highs. 
Backup help should come from either John Diamantas or 
Darryl Kershaw. Both played the position for the first time 
during spring drils after being switched from the offense. 


LINEBACKER—Gone are three-vear starters Reggie 
Herring and Paul Piurowski, who most consider the best 
linebacker combination in FSU history. Herring was the 
‘motivational leader of the defense that last fall ranked first 
in the nation against scoring and second in total defense. 
‘One of their replacements will probably be Ron Hester,

who was the Tribe's third linebacker in 1980. He stepped 
into battle as 2 starter against Pittsburgh when Piurowski 
was felled by appendicitis. Hester had such a good per- 
formance that he won Associated Press Southeastern Line- 
man of the Week honors. Even though he was mostly used 
in a backup capacity, Hester still registered some imposing 
statistics. Among his 60 tackles (fifth best on team) were 
three quarterback sacks, five fumble recoveries, nwo inter- 
ceptions, three tackles for loss and two blocked kicks. At 
least five individuals—sophomores Brian Williams, John 
Houston and Ken Roe—junior Tommy Young and senior 
Emie Sims will have an opportunity to nail down the other 
starting spot. Willams, who had an outstanding spring 
practice, will be playing with the first unit when fall drills get 
underway, but will be told he doesn't have a permanent 
grasp on the position. Young and Sims have been con- 
verted from offense where they both played fullback. 


SECONDARY —This is the biggest area of concer for 
the defensive staff, Gone are three starters who were 
together for three seasons. One of the departed. Bobby 
Budler, was a first round draft choice of the Atlanta Falcons 
after starting for four years in the Gamet and Gold. Also 
gone are safeties Monk Bonasorte and Keith Jones. who 
were three year starters. The only retumee is comerback 
James Harris, who started last fall as 2 junior. Injuries 
clouded this picture during the spring, but frst teamers on 
the opening day of fall practice will find Harris with Harvey 
Clayton at the corners with Gary Henry at strong safety 
and Eric Riley and Lary Harts sharing the free safety 
assignment. Riley and Hanis are both newcomers to the 
Tribe's difficult defensive scheme. As freshmen last fall they 
were assigned to the offense where Riley was a wide re- 
ceiver and Harris a runningback. The only other member 
of this group with extensive playing time besides James 
Haris is Gary Henry, who has been the “nickel” back in 
special situations for the Seminoles the last two years and 
has spelled the nwo starting safeties. 


KICKING GAME—No school in the country was able 
to match the Tribe in this area last fall. Placekicker Bill 
Capece scored more points than any other player in NCAA 
history and punter Rohn Stark finished the season with the 
third best punting average (45.1) among Division I-A com- 
petitors. Capece is gone—drafted by the Houston Oilers— 
but Stark, considered by most pro scouts the best punt 
prospect since Ray Guy was at Souther Mississippi, is 
back for his final year. The placekicking and kickoff chores 
will belong to a freshman, Mike Rendina, who was prob: 
ably the most sought after high schoo! kicker in last year's 
recruiting wars. He was the only kicker picked on most of 
the prep AllAmercan teams. (2.

Bowden & FSU: 
A Perfect Match 


What is the reason for Bobby Bow- 
den’s Florida State success? 

Pethaps retired Dr. Coyle Moore, 
who was dean for Florida State's 
School of Welfare and a long-time 
observer of the Seminole sports pro- 
gram, gives the best insight with the 
adjacent quotation, 

Bowden, who was raised in Ala- 
bama, has been able to tie together 
the loose ends of a major college 
football program with his down- 
home, country, folksy way of getting 
things done. A city slicker he ain't. 

He has the ways of a southern 
cracker yet the polish of a sophisti- 
cated head coach from the eastem 
establishment thanks to a six-year 
head coaching stint at West Virginia. 
Bowden has been able to find the 
right blend that makes him the sec-

years, Bowden has been described by 
the media as a “savior” and “St

He speaks our language, adheres to our re- 
ligious faith, and fits our needs like a glove.”” 


Bobby.” Indeed, he has fit the needs 
of the Florida State football program 
like a glove. Bowden has taken a pro- 
gram that was in ashes and tured it 
into one of the most respected in the 
country.

vyears when FSU only once previously 
since 1947 had finished in the Top 
20. 

Yes, the Florida State football pro- 
gram has turned around with Bobby 
Bowden at the helm. In fact, it can 
‘even be described as amazing. That 
first year (1976) the Tribe went 5-6— 
not a good mark by many standards, 
but when one remembers the pre- 
vious year was 3-8, 1976, was con 
sidered a plus. Since then FSU has 
reeled off regular season marks of 9- 
2,83, 11-0 and 10-1. 


There have been three bowl ap- 
ces—the 197 Tangerine and 
1980 and 1981 Orange Bowls. The 
Tribe has consistently ranked in the 
Top 20 each of the last two years and 
there have been eight national or re- 
gional television appearances—more 
than any other schoo! in the country. 

Bowden is the first to recognize the 
work of his staff for bringing the 
Seminole program to the point where 
it exists today. But, others direct the 
credit to the 51-year old Bowden. 

This was quite evident during and 
after the 1979 season when Bow- 
den's name was mentioned for every 
head coaching position that opened. 
But, FSU President Bemie Sliger 
managed to get Bowden's name on a 
contract that should make him a per- 
manent fixture in Tallahassee and 
Doak Campbell Stadium for many 
vyears to come. 

Bowden signed an automatically 
renewing five year contract that con- 
tains a clause unique to college ath- 
letics—if Bowden elects to resign 
from his current employer for another 
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coaching position, he must pay FSU 
for the time remaining on the con: 
tract 

“It means we are married and no: 
body's going to put our marriage as. 
under,” Bowden explained. “I didn't 
want to go anywhere. | wanted to 
stay here. I love it here. Florida State 
and its fans are not spolled yet. 

Bowden realizes there is room for 
the program to grow. 

‘We haven't won the national 
championship.” Bowden says. “We 
were close last year—a pair of two 
point conversion plays kept us from 
winning the ttle. No, we still have 
some growing room. It ain't the time 
for ‘ole Bobby and his players to sit 
back. There's still work to be done 

Still, Bowden can fondly recall the 
pleasant memories of the last five sea- 
sons. Twice he has been named 
National Coach of the Year. First the 
honor was given by ABC-TV and 
Chevrolet after the 1979 season and 
at the close of the 1980 campaign, 
the American Sportsmanship Council 
named him its "Bobby Dodd Coach 
of the Year.” And twice he has been 
the Associated Press Southern In- 
dependent Coach of the Year. 

Success fits Bowden. He has been 
just as successful at his previous head 
coaching stops—Samford and West 
Virginia. 

His Samford record was 31-6 over 
four seasons. In six years at West Vir 
Ginia, he piloted the Mountaineers to

Bowden is no Tallhassee stranger. 
He had been an offensive coaching 
mind on FSU's staff in the 1960s, 
when Bill Peterson was head coach 
and the Seminoles were first making 
waves in the polls with a celebrated 
passing game that featured wide re- 
ceiver Fred Biletnikoff 

Bowden left to be offensive co: 
ordinator under Jim Carlen at West 
Virginia. When Carlen checked out, 
going to his current job at South 
Carolina, Bowden became head 
coach of the Mountaineers. He was 
doing well in a tough situation and, 
when Florida State called Bowden 
had to give it some thought 

Alter two minutes, he accepted. 

“I'm a southem boy who wants to 
be in the Deep South,” he said. “l 
slipped on ice once too often, got 
bogged down in the snow one time 
too many. I didn't want to act anx- 
jous, but I was eager to come to 
Florida State.” 

Bowden doesn't follow a com- 
plicated coaching philosophy. In fact 
it's quite simple 

1 believe in blocking and tack 
ling,” he says. “Everything else in this 
game is irrelevant, blocking and tack- 
ling will cause wins." 

Enthusiasm and discipline are key 
words which exemplify Bowden's 


overall attitude, both on and off the 
field 

1 believe in discipline and en 
thusiasm in everything you do in life,” 
Bowden says.” and you coach what 
vou believe. If we can be enthusiastic 
in the little things we do, it will cary 
‘over to a winning season. 

‘But don’t get me wrong about dis 
cipline. I believe in letting the players 
know who is boss, and I believe in 
some sacrifice and devotion. But dis 
cipline can only go so far, 

“Heck, I've always said that if short 
hair and perfect manners won football 
games, the Army-Navy game would 
be played every year for the national 
championship. 

Bowden is more than just a football 
coach. He is also a deeply religious 
individual, who speaks often to 
church groups throughout the state. 

"God is an integral part of my life, 
Bowden says. “I look to God for 
guidance but firmly believe God helps 
those who help themselves. Man 
must help himself, but also seek guid 
ance.” 

Born on November 8, 1929, Bow: 
den attended Woodlawn High School 
in Birmingham, Ala., and was a Little 
All-American quarterback at Samford 
University. He holds a bachelor's 
degree from Samford and master's 
from Peabody College. He married

And, the East Carolina score didn't come against 
the defense—it was against the kicking team when 
Anthony Collins returned a kickoff 100 yards after the 
‘Seminoles had jumped ahead 14-0. 


Florida State had a 28-7 lead at intermission. The Semi- 
noles added seven more points in the third quarter and 
came up with 28 in the fourth while mostly reserves were 
in the contest. 


East Carolina's offense could never get started against 
the rugged Tribe defense.

MIAMI, FLA., SEPT, 27—Florida State’s 18-game regu- 
lar season win streak came to an end at the Orange Bow! 
with the Miami Hurricanes holding off a late Semninole rally 
to win, 10-9. 


‘The loss was the first in the regular season for the Semi- 
noles since the seventh game of the 1977 season. Ironical- 
ly, FSU had seen a 15-game win streak broken in the same 
(Orange Bow! on January 1. against Oklahoma, 24-7, 


Miami was the leader from the start. The Hurricanes 
scored with 44 seconds remaining in the half to take a 7-0 
lead at intermission. A one-yard sneak by QB Jim Kelly 
gave the Hurricanes the TD and Dan Miller booted the 
PAT. The score came after a 76-vard. six play drive that 
included a 49-yard interference penalty against the Tribe. 


‘The teams traded field goals in the third quarter. FSU's 
three points came on a 26-yard field goal by Bill Capece 
while Miller booted a 22-arder for the ‘Canes. 


FSU made the game interesting late in the fourth quar- 
ter. Under the direction of QB Rick Stockstill, the Tbe 
drove 55 vards in 11 plays late in the fourth quarter. An 
l1-vard scoring toss from Stockstill to Sam Childers 
brought the Seminoles within one point of the lead, 10.9. 
At that point, coach Bobby Bowden elected to go for the 
win rather than the tie. The play was to be a pass from 
Stockstill to wide receiver Phil Wiliams across the middle. 


But it was broken up by Miami noseguard Jim Burt to 
preserve the ‘Cane victory, 


Stockstill had been briliant in the scoring drive. He com- 
pleted seven of eight passes and managed to push the 
‘Tribe into the end zone though the drive was stalled at one 
point by a 15-yard holding penalty. 


‘The Seminole offense had its problems all aftemoon. 
Much of the trouble involved the center-quarterback ex- 
change where the Tribe had a converted guard handling 
the snapping chores for the first time ever after injuries to 
the first two centers.

Florida State 18, Nebraska 14 


LINCOLN, NEB., OCT. 4—Florida State rallied from a 
143 deficit to upset thitd-ranked Nebraska, 18-14, and 
score what many believe to be the biggest football victory 
in Seminole history. 


‘There have been some big regional wins, but | doubt 
that Florida State has ever had a win that has meant as 
much on the national level as this one,” said head coach 
Bobby Bowden. “Beating Nebraska at Nebraska will draw 
attention to our football program across the entire 
country.” 


Nebraska led 14.3 at intermission and it took some 
Comhusker tumovers forced by the rugged Tribe defense 
to help FSU to its fourth win in five starts. 


FSU narrowed its deficit to 14-6 early in the third quar. 
ter. The Tribe got the points after the Nebraska punter fell 
to the ground at his own 17 while fielding a snap. FSU was 
unable to move the sticks for a first down but Bill Capece 
booted his second field goal of the afterioon, a 27-yarder. 


Another Comhusker tumover preceded the Seminoles’ 
first touchdown. Keith Jones intercepted a pass and re- 
tured the ball eight yards to the Nebraska 47, Seven plays 
later Sam Platt scored from six yards away. A two-point 
conversion pass failed, but the Tribe was trailing by just 
14-12 with 5:17 remaining, 


The rugged Seminole defense also caused a turnover on 
the next Nebraska offensive series. This time freshman de- 
fensive tackle Alphonso Carreker recovered a Jarvis Red- 
wine fumble. The Tribe couldn't get to the end zone but 
Capece booted a 40-yard field goal that gave the Semi- 
noles their first lead of the day, 15-14. 


The final Seminole score came with just 2:37 remaining 
in the game. Again the points came from the foot of Ca: 
pece, who kicked his fourth field goal. This time the boot 
covered 41 yards 


Final statistics would make most fans think the Com- 
huskers had won this game easily. The hosts ran 79 plays 
compared to 66 for the Tribe. In total yardage, Nebraska 
had 2 368-166 advantage. But, in the tumover category. 
Nebraska had four miscues compared to just one for the 
Tribe. 


A major factor in the Tribe victory was the kicking game. 
Capece was not the only individual to stand out in that 
category. Junior punter Rohn Stark also had an impressive 
‘outing. He kicked seven times for a 48.4 average. the 
longest a 59-yarder.

TALLAHASSEE, FLA., OCT. 11—Florida State met the 
nation’s third-ranked team for the second consecutive 
week and the result was the same—a Seminole victory. 
This time the victim was Pittsburgh, 36-22. 


Trailing 7-3, Florida State broke on top with a 20 point 
second quarter, In that second 15 minutes, the Tribe had a 
pair of field goals and two touchdowns. 


The TDs came first and both were passes initiated by QB 
Rick Stockstill. The first went for 23 yards to Hardis John- 
son and the second for four yards to tight end Sam Chil- 
ders. Bill Capece kicked the PAT after each TD and then 
booted the field goals at distances of 43 and 50 yards. The 
second field goal came on the final play of the first half and 
gave the Tribe a 23-7 intermission lead. 


Pittsburgh came right back at the start of the second half 
to narrow the Tribe lead to 23-15.

During the quarter, the Seminoles increased their lead to 
29-15 on field goals by Capece of 30 and 44 yards. Pitt's 
scoring ended with just 16 seconds remaining in the quar- 
ter on a two yard run by fullback Joe McCall and a one:

Wide receiver Kurt Unglaub caught his first touchdown 
pass since the 1978 season to complete the scoring, The 
pass covered 13 yards and was thrown by Stockstill—his 
third scoring pass of the game.

Florida State University — The home of more than 22,500 
‘Seminoles — has a campus that starts at the top of one of 
Tallahassee’s famed seven hills, and rolls gently downward 
and westward across 340-odd acres. 

Founded in 1857 as the Seminary West of the Suwannee, 
its heritage is evidenced in the wide range of architectural 
struggles to preserve history and keep up with modem times 
and air conditioning. Yet it still ranks as one of the South's 
last, few bastions of campus greenery — the kind that com- 
bines the blossoms of camellias, azaleas and dogwoods with 
moss-hung oaks that are, in some cases, as old as the Uni- 
versity itself, if not older. 

From the Gothic towers of Westcott at the eastem en- 
trance to the campus, to the modern glass and steel struc- 
tures of its Science Complex on the west, Florida State Uni 
versity has moved forward in time and growth more rapidly 
than many of its newer counterparts in the State University 
System. Its enrollment has quadrupled since it became 
coeducational in 1947, following nearly half a century as the 
Florida State College for Women. 

Today, its 14 schools and colleges offer students the 
opportunity to pick and choose from more than 100 career 
options offered in arts and sciences, business communica 
tion, criminology, dance, education, home economics: law. 
library science, music, nursing, social sciences, social work, 
theater and visual arts programs, 

The University is a member of the Academic Common 
Market and has overseas study centers in Florence, London 
and the Panama Canal Zone. Summer programs of study 
are offered in law at Oxford, in hotel and restaurant admin- 
istration in Switzerland, and in comparative studies of eco- 
nomic and social systems in Yugoslavia.

The location of Florida State in the Capital City of Florida 
offers unusual opportunities for study and research in the 
social and policy sciences, and an optimum environment for 
internships and on-the-job leaning experiences for students 
in many fields of study. 

‘One such program at Florida State is the Policy Sciences 
Center. It combines teaching and research in politics, eco: 
nomics and other social sciences to provide information and 
analysis for state goverment leaders, including the Gov. 
emor, the Legislature and agency staff members. Already 
achieving national prominence, the Center studies and eval- 
uuates such topics as taxation, economic development, 
population, land use, family planning and human resources 
Surveys conducted by the Center help legislators and others 
assess trends and changes in public opinion. 

The University operates major laboratory facilities for nu 
clear, marine and computer research. The Florida State nu: 
clear physics laboratory is ranked one of the top four in the 
nation by the National Science Foundation. Because of this 
ranking, it has been recommended for higher funding. 

Florida State is also the home of the Flying High Circus, 
the only collegiate circus in the United States. The Circus 
has delighted audiences the world over with breathtaking, 
highly-skilled performances that rival professional circuses 
The student performers have eamed a national reputation as 
2 high-caliber student troupe. Their traveling show is pr 
marily an aerial and stage presentation with approximately 
90 students performing during a two-hour show.

Today, his openness, accessibility, easy-going manner and 
loyalty to all aspects of Florida State University have made 
Dr. Bemard F. Sliger one of the most popular presidents in 
University history. 

“Bemie,” as he is known to his fiends, believes great 
university such as Florida State should be a source of the 
‘education of the total person—-providing the best academic 
facilites and faculty possible and having the best athletic 
facilites, staff and players available. 

“Although studying is the most important factor in. stu- 
dents’ lives, they need an outlet for their energies. Athletics 
provides that outlet,” Dr. Sliger said. “The athletic program 
at Florida State University is a means of identification for 
Florida State and a rallying point for anyone connected in 
any way with the University, in addition to being an impor- 
tant source of outside giving.” 

Whereas some universities earmark all athletic funds for 
strictly athletic purposes, President Sliger holds different 
views for Florida State, In recent years, Dr. Sliger has chan- 
neled a portion of the scholarship funds received through 
athletics directly into the fund used to attract National Merit 
Scholars to Florida State. Also under his leadership, the 
Athletic Department has contributed $200,000 in the past 
two years to a special fund for academic emphasis. 

In addition, private funds contributed to the “Presidents 
Club,” previously used solely for the president, now are

Even with the time-consuming demands of a university 
president, Dr. Sliger finds time to participate in Florida State 
sports, as he terms it, “an energetic spectator.” But President 
Sliger is no newcomer to the athletic scene. During his high 
school days in his hometown of Trout Creek, Mich., “Ber- 
nie” was 2 member of the basketball, track and football 
teams. Following a three-year tour of duty with the Army 
during World War Il, he retumed to Trout Creek to teach 
math and coach the track and basketball teams. 

President Sliger eared his B.A., M.A. and Ph.D. in eco- 
nomics at Michigan State. 

He is the author of a text on “Public Finance,” presently 
used in a number of colleges and universities. 

Dr. Sliger was executive director of the Louisiana Co- 
‘ordinating Council for Higher Education and, for 19 years, a 
faculty member and administrator at Florida State's football 
rival, Louisiana State University. He joined the administra- 
tve team at Foie State in 1972 a8 executive vice pres 

jent. 

On June 10, 1977, Dr. Bemard F. Sliger officially became 
Florida State University’s 10th president. 

Dr. Sliger, his wife, Greta, and their two sons and two 
daughters, Paul, Sten, Nan and Greta, are all avid Florida 
State fans 

President Sliger says, “Last year was a great one for Flor- 
ida State and is due in large measure to the support from 
fans. I speak not only of support for our athletic program but 
{or all the programs we have underway and planned at Flor- 
ida State University, It was a banner year for athletics and a 
rewarding and productive year for academic programs. 

“This year, the Florida State Seminoles face their toughest 
season ever. Additionally, Florida State academic programs 
will confront new and heightened challenges. | am optimistic 
the entire University team—faculty, students, staff, alumni 
and friends—can meet these challenges and give Florida 
State University another, even greater, banner year.”

C. W. “HOOTIE” INGRAM 
ATHLETIC DIRECTOR 

CC. W. “Hootie” Ingram is in his first 
vyear as Florida State's athletic director. 
He came to the post on January 16, 
after serving as associate commissioner 
of the Southeastem Conference 

Ingram brought to the position an 
‘outstanding reputation as an athletic 
‘administrator. 

“He has all of the qualities necessary 
to make a top-notch athletic director.” 
said FSU President Bernie Sliger. “He 
is a leader, a doer and a mover who 
has the experience and temperament 
to give the necessary guidance for all of 
our excellent athletic programs.” 

Ingram’s former boss, SEC Commis- 
sioner Boyd McWhorter, praised the 
appointment. 

“While I regret the fact that he is 
leaving, | am most pleased and proud 
for him to have been appointed to this 
new, prestigious position,” McWhorter 
said. “He has performed all his duties 
as a member of the commissioner's 
staff in an outstanding manner and he 
has gained a national reputation for be- 
ing one of the most knowledgeable and 
dedicated administrators in intercol- 
legate athletics,” 

Ingram had been associated with the 
‘SEC office for eight years. He was first 
‘an assistant commissioner before being 
named associate commissioner (1978). 

‘A native of Tuscaloosa, Ala, the 
home of the University of Alabama, In- 
gram played football for the Crimson 
Tide from 1951 through 1954, He was 
All-SEC as a sophomore when he led 
the nation in pass interceptions. The 
‘$3 Alabama team played in the 
Orange Bowl and the ‘54 squad in the 
Cotton Bowl. Ingram also lettered for 
the Tide in baseball as an infielder. 

After an Army stint, Ingram tumed to 
coaching. He started as an assistant at 
Bradenton (Fia.) Manatee High School 
and was later head coach at Tusca- 
Joosa High Schoo! for three years, 

He later moved into college coaching 
and had stops at Wake Forest, Vieginia 
Tech, Georgia and Arkansas as an 
assistant. His only college football head 
coaching assignment began in 1970 


When he succeeded the veteran Frank 
Howard as head coach at Clemson. 
‘Three years later he joined the SEC as 
assistant commissioner. 

During his tenure with the SEC, his 
duties included supervising football and 
basketball officials, rules interpretations 
and eligbility 

“Though I've never been an athletic 
director, I've handled every aspect of 
the job,” Ingram said when appointed.

ASSISTANT ATHLETIC 
DIRECTOR 


Bob Goin is the newest member of 
the Florida State athletic staff. He took 
over as assistant athletic director on 
July 1, after serving as athletic director 
at Caltomia (Pa.) State College since 
1979. 

Goin comes to FSU with a back- 
ground in both coaching and athletic 
administration. Prior to taking the Cali- 
fornia State post, he was assistant 
director of athletics at West Virginia. 
Between 1960 and 1976 he served in 
various capacities at Bethany (W. Va.) 
College. Included among his Bethany 
duties were coaching responsibilities in 
football, basketball and baseball. 

Immediately prior to moving to West 
Virginia, Goin served Bethany as 
associate professor and chairman of 
physical education and athletics. That 
assignment lasted for four years (1972- 
76). Goin was Bethany’s head football

Goin, who's pursuing a doctoral de- 
gree at West Virginia, was responsible 
for expanding the California athletic 
program. He formed the Cal State Ath- 
letic Scholarship Fund and Athletic 
Booster Club. He also developed a 
new office complex for coaches, helped 
equip a training room, exercise and 
‘weight training areas and renovated the 


football locker rooms. 

At California, Goin initiated a num- 
ber of promotions including community 
socials, high school band days, a kick- 
off banquet and pre-season ticket sales, 
He also established the Cal State Radio 
Network for all football and basketball 
game broadcasts 

While coaching at Bethany, Goin 
saw two of his football and baseball 
teams win the President's Athletic Con- 
ference championship. He was also 
voted Tri-State Small College Coach of 
the Year, was named the winner of the 
Pittsburgh and Ohio Valley Dapper 
Dan Awards and the Morgantown 
Touchdown Club Award. 

Goin, who received a bachelor's de- 
sree from Bethany (1959) and master's 
at West Virginia (1962), is married and 
the father of four children.

Florida State Pins Shutout on LSU

BATON ROUGE, La. —Everyone con- 
rected with Louisiana State football likes 
to refer to Tiger Stadium as “Death Vel- 
Jey.” But as far as Florida State's Semi- 
roles are concemed the Bengals’ home 
right as well be called “Pleasant Valley" 
after last night's 16-0 win over LSU in the 
1980 season opener for both teams. 

The thied largest crowd in Tiger history, 
77,535, seemed to rattle the home team 
more than the Seminoles. Florida State 
took advantage of three fumbles and one 
interception to score all its points, run its 
regular-season winning streak to 16 
games and ruin Jerry Stovall's debut as 
the Tiger head coach. 

i was a somewhat methodical FSU of- 
fense but an alvays tough defense that 
made the difference. 

L thought if we could just put some 
points on the board, we could hold “em,” 
Florida State head coach Bobby Bowden 
said. “I wes not happy, particularly with 
the offense. but the kicking game and the 
defense won it for us.” 

The Seminoles, ranked 13th, banged 
‘out 187 yards on the ground to just 35 in 
the air. If was the frst start for quarterback 
Rick Stockstl and, for Sam Platt, the 
game's leading ground gainer with 79 
yards, it was his first appearance as a tail 
back. 


“I thought everything just worked fine,"” 
said Stockstil, who completed six of 11 
passes with no interceptions. "We did 
‘what we had to do and didn’t make any 
mistakes 

“1 was a litle nervous before the first 
snap, but after that everything was great 
‘The crowd? They didn’t bother us at all. 
We never thought about them.” 

The Florida State defense. ranked 10th 
in the nation in 1979, held the Tiger veer 
offense to 95 yards rushing despite the 
fact that All-America nose guard Ron Sim- 
‘mons sat out the final three periods with a 
badly sprained right ankle. 

“I thought in the frst half they fooled us

Starting quarterback Rick Stockstill 
threw four touchdown passes and back 
ups Kelly Lowrey and Blair Williams each 
threw one last night in FSU's 52-0 victory 
over Louisville before a record crowd of 
52,623 at Doak Campbell Stadium. 

Stockstil’s scoring passes were eight 
yards to Dennis McKinnon. seven yards to 
Zeke Mowatt, 26 yards to Hardis Johnson 
and 19 yards to Phil Williams. Lowrey 
threw 11 yards to Johnson and Williams 
threw 47 yards to McKinnon. 

The six scoring passes were a Florida 
State record. The Seminoles’ other points 
‘came on a 50-yard retum of an intercep- 
tion by Ron Hester and Bill Capece's 31 
yard field goal and seven extra points 

While the offense was tuning up the 
passing game, the FSU defense, without 
Injured All America nose guard Ron Sim 
‘mons, got its second straight shutout, al- 
lowing Louisville only five first downs and 
56 total yards. Florida State recorcied 442 
total yards and had the ball for 84 plays 
‘as compared to 49 for the Cardinals, losers 
in their opener to Miami, 24-10, 2 week 


ago. 

“We played about as well as we 
could.” said Bowden "We mixed our 
offense a litle better, and our defense was 
superior again.” 

‘The defense established its excellence a 
‘week ago at LSU. It was Stockstil, who 
completed only six of 11 pastes for 35 
yards, that caused the doubts in the Semi- 
role opener. 

Last night, however, was a different

The first time the Seminoles had the 
ball they wasted no time in entertaining 
their fans, driving 55 vards in 10 plays

TALLAHASSEE—Florida State did an 
‘excellent imitation of Ohio State's legen- 
dary "Three Yards and a Cloud of Dust” 
offense in a 63-7 pasting of outmanned 
East Carolina Saturday night. 

Gone ate those fancy, pass-happy days 
of acrial circuses and show-boat catches. 

Florida State rolled up 336 yards on the 
ground before opening up in the second 
half to total 224 more yards through the 
air—a total offense of 560 yards. East 
‘Carolina was limited to just 98 total yords, 

But the bottom line is touchdowns and 
‘no matter how bored the 50,547 Semi- 
nole fans got with the run-oriented attack, 
they stil left Doak Campbell Stadium 
satisfied. 

‘And the No. 9-ranked Seminoles left 
with a 3.0 record and supreme conti 
dence for upcoming clashes with Miami, 
Nebraska and Pittsburgh. 

‘Sam Platt and Mike Whiting ran circles 
around the 1-2 Pirates, Piatt, Whiting and 
Ken Bumett each scored twice as the 
Seminoles built a 35-7 lead after three 
periods. 

‘Itwasn't until late in the contest that the 
Seminoles cranked up their air game.

Two Is for the times that Florida State 
tacklers made a exitcal hit. 

‘And won is what FSU did in a game 
that was anything but boring 

The Seminoles (4-1) had Nebraska's 
number on a marvelous Midwestem 
Saturday, and it was poetic justice that 
they came away with an 18-14 victory 
over the third-ranked Comhuskers before 
76,152 stunned, scarlet-garbed spectators. 

‘A 2ero-hour crunch of Husker quarter- 
back Jeff Quinn by FSU linebacker Paul 
Piurowski forced a fumble with about 10 
seconds to go and salted away the most 
significant win in Seminole annals. Ne 
braska had driven to the Florida State 3. 

“1 thought I was gonna see another Mi- 
ami finish.” gasped Seminole head coach 
Bobby Bowden, referring to his team’s 
last-minute 10-9 loss to the Hurricanes a 
week ago. 

Ina way, Bowden did witness a rerun, 
FSU failed on a two-point conversion in 
Miami And the Huskers had about the 
same distance—3 yards—to travel for a 
touchdown that would blunt a hardy 
second-half comeback by the deeply 
underdogged visitors 

But Piurowski infiltrated the backfield as 
Quinn was rolling out and wrapped his 
arms around the quarterback. which 
caused Nebraska's fourth giveaway of the 
halt. FSU's Garry Futch fell on the ball to 
seal Nebraska's first set-back in four 
games 

‘That darling Piurowski and that sweet 
Futch,” beamed Bowden. “They are my 
buddies for this week’ 

‘The other meaningful hit occurred ear- 
lier in the near game-winning Nebraska 
‘march when Heisman Trophy nominee 
Jarvis Redwine crumpled in a heap after 
being tackled at the Seminole 29. The 
blow, apparently delivered by Reggie 
Herning, rendered Redwine weak with in- 
jured ribs that will probably cost him at 
least one game. From then on, the Husk- 
ers were without their main man, the na- 
tion’s foremost rusher entering the game 
He limped off with 151 yards in 25 car- 
ties. 

“I hate to see anybody get hurt,” said 
Piurowski, who had two hands in on the 
tackle. “But, to be honest, I was glad to 
see him go." 

He's so dangerous.” Bowden said of 
Redwine. “I imagine he hd half his yards 
when we had the angle on him and he'd 
0 right to the outside. 


Reggie Herring, a three-yeor eterter at linebacker, 


FSU appeared to have only an outside 
chance of winning—if that much—when 
itducked into the locker room with a 14-3 
deficit. Nebraska had scored on twin 
drives of 80 yards in eight plays, both 
concluded with touchdown passes to 
Todd Brown. All FSU could manage was 
Capece's first field goal 

“We should have been even with them 
starting the second half except their pass 
rush was better than ours,” said Bowden, 
who had senbbled PASS RUSH on a 
blackboard at the half. “They protected 
their quarterback and we couldn't protect 
aes 

Quinn was 8-for-13 at intermission. 
FSU thrower Rick Stockstil, meanwhile, 


had been sacked four times. 

‘One series typified the offense’s frustr 
fon: Monk Bonasorte pirated 2 Quinn 
1pass—setting a school career record with 
13 interceptions—and was upended at 
the Nebraska 33. A piling-on penalty ad- 
vanced the Seminoles 15 more yards 
Three plays later, it was fourth down, 38 
yards to go. Stockstil had been dumped 
twice, and a reverse play went 10 yards in 
reverse 

Stockstil, given enforced protection. 
connected on eight of his 12 passes in the 
second half and was sacked just once 
‘The Seminole defense blitzed Quinn more 
frequently, resulting in 7-for-17 accuracy 
and two behind-the-line tackles, including 
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the immense one by Piurowshi. 

Plurowsii later admitted that he made a 
judgmental error on the play, for which he 
wall surely be forgiven many times over by 
Bowden,

‘The Huskers had been halted on their frst 
possession at the Seminole 30. Next time 
up, they went the distance as Quinn com- 
pleted passes of 25 and 22 yards before 
nailing Brown with an S.yarder for the 
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to catch three pass- 
‘and min for 21 more 
swatted a 32-yard feld 
to get his squad on the board just 
fore halftime. 

Capece chopped it to 14-6 with a 27- 
vyarder early in the third quarter after Bob- 
by Butler recovered a bobbled snap by 
[Nebraska punter Scott Gumar. 

The next Nebraska tumover was the 
handiwork of Keith Jones. The Florida 
State defensive back intercepted and re- 
tumed to the Husker 46. On the seventh 
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play, Platt juked 6 yards for the touch- 
down and 8 14-12 count. A tvo-point try 
went awry as Stockstil, pressured, threw 
wildly to receiver Phil Wiliams in the end 
zone. 

FSU seized the lead by the end of the 
third quarter on a 40-yard stike by 
Capece. Again, the defense was respon- 
sible. Mark Macek instigated a Redwine 
fumble at the Nebraske 34 and freshman 
Alphonso Carreker recovered. 

Nebraska was pinned back in its half of 
the field uns! Gary Henry fumbled an 
attempted fair catch on a punt and the 
Huskers pounced on it in Seminole 
ground. That tilted the feld postion away 
from the Seminoles, but they hurdled out 
of this temtortal disadvantage when 
‘Stockstil heaved to Wiliams for 40 yards 
to the Nebraska 32 on a third-and-13 
play. Capece came on for his longest yet. 
a 41-yerder, that had Nebraska defenders 
motioning “wide left” with thelr arms. 
However, the referees disagreed, and 
FSU was up 18-14 with 2:37 left 

“It was good by a yard,” said Capece 

‘The yard loomed large because Nebras- 
ka now needed a touchdown, rather than 
a field goal, to rescue this one. Two major

TALLAHASSEE—The Florida State 
‘Seminoles slayed another giant last night, 
Kicking and clawing thelr way to a 36-22 
upset victory over Pitsburgh before a rec- 
‘ord crowd of 52,894 at Doak Campbell 
Stadium. 

Bill Capece set a school record with five 
field goals and Rick Stockstil threw three 
touchdown passes off the second-rated 
defense in the nation, giving the 11th- 
ranked Seminoles their second straight 
\win over an undefeated team ranked in 
the top five. But while it was defense that 
saved the day last week against Nebraska, 
last night it was offense—290 vards worth 
without a turnover. The Panthers (4-1) 
gained 386 but turned the ball over seven 
times. 

“You can't win by making mistakes and 
tuning the ball over as many times as we 
did,” said Jackie Sheri, whose Panthers 
‘were ranked No. 3 in UPI's poll and No. 4 
in AP's. “They ithe Seminoles) showed 
thoy're a great team by taking advantage 
of our turnovers.” 

“This game makes me feel good,” FSU 
coach Bobby Bowden said. “We deserve 
‘some national attention.” 

Never has Florida State had back-to- 
back victories lke these. Never this season 
have the Seminoles gotten such offense 
‘when they've needed it most. 

"We hadn't been doing our part.” ssid 
Stockstll, who was 10-020 for 127 
yards. ““Against Miami (the lone blemish 
‘on FSU's 5-1 record) we didn't do a good 
Job, and against Nebraska we didn't do a 
good enough job, either. We got together 
and said we've got to do something, take 
charge. And we did it tonight.” 

Tallback Sam Platt, who was removed 
from the starting lineup after the Miami 
loss, gained 123 yards last night on 26 
cartes. “I felt like this was my last year 
and | had to do it,” Platt said. “When | 
got the chance, it was my last chance. | 
had to do it 

"We felt like our offense had to get roll- 
ing, Everybody was downgrading our of- 
fense—we ain't this, we ain't that. But we 


barely settled in for the evening when 
Pittsburgh turned a punt and a long pass 
into an early 7-0 lead. 

‘The Seminoles, starting from their 12, 
found out firsthand about Pittsburgh's

Ptisburgh dominated the fst quarter in 
every department but punting, A 60-yard 
Stark punt set_up the Seminoles’ field 
‘goal, and his 67-yarder put the Panthers 
inside their 20 to start the second quarter. 

They didn't stay there long Rooster 
Jones picked up 14 yards on the frst play 
Of the period and Marino hit Collins on a 
44-yard pass on the next play to the 
Seminoles’ 31. But Marino fumbled the 
snap on second down, and FSU's Arthur 
Scott recovered to begin the Seminoles’ 
fist touchdown drive.

Following a 15-yard penalty, Platt pich- 
ed up 18 yards and Stockstil on third 
down threw 23 yards to Hardis Johnson 
for the touchdown. With 10:33 left in the 
half it was 10-7 Seminoles 


The Panthers were reeling. Arrell Haw- 
kins fumbled the kickoff and was nailed at 
his six, and an ilegal procedure penalty 
moved them back three more yards on 
first down. Dave Helper ended up punting 
34 yards, setting up the Seminoles at 
Pitt's 45. From there Platt went to work, 
running 5, 7, 2 and 30 yards on succes- 
sive plays and setting up a four-vard pass 
from Stockstil to tight end Sam Childers 
\with 5:31 remaining, gving the Seminoles 
217-7 eushion, 

‘Again, Pitsburgh was forced to punt 
four plays after the ensuing Kickoff, and 
FSU quickly drove to the Pitt 25 thanks 
mainly to an 11-yard run by Piatt on 
third-and-10 and a 17-yard pass from 
Stockstil to Zeke Mowatt with 1:28 to go. 
But Green kept FSU out of the end zone 
by nailing Willams for a yard loss and 
batting away a Stockstil pass, setting up 2 
43-yard field goal by Capece with 37 
seconds left 

The Seminoles weren't through yet 
Jones picked off a long Marino pass and 
returned it 41 yards to the Panthers’ 34 
wth ust tree second 090.6% 
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FSU Flattens Boston College,41-7 
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Whiting scored on a 15-yard run and 
third-string quarterback Kelly Lowrey 
capped the scoring with a one-yard run in 
the fourth quarter. 

All this from a “fat” team. 

“I thought we were never going to 
score,” FSU Coach Bobby Bowden said. 
“Our offense just didn't have the punch, 
didn't have the punch.” 

The punchless Seminole offense rolled 
‘up 338 net yards. The “flat” FSU defense 
recovered two fumbles, intercepted two 
passes and returned the blocked punt for 
a touchdown. 

“Mentally, we were completely flat.” 
said comerback Bobby Butler. “I was 
bored. Boston College just wasn’t real im- 
pressive on film, and even though every- 
body said they are a lot better than they 
looked on film, we just couldn't get a lot 
‘of enthusiasm.” 

“I think we might have been able to 
beat them a litle worse,” Hester said. 
“But I don't know how much, It was def- 
initely a let-down. There wasn't as much 
‘enthusiasm as we're used to having.” 

‘Added Whiting: "We couldn't get our 
heads into it”

With his line opening holes with ridicu- 
lous ease, Platt set 2 school record by 
rushing for 188 yards as the Seminoles 
ho-hummed their way to @ 24-3 win over 
the Memphis State Tigers. 

The old record was 170 yards, set by 
Key against Aubum in 1977. Piatt broke 
that record early in the fourth quarter 
when he took a pitch from Rick Stockstil 
and executed a few ballet steps for an 8- 
vyard pickup 

“Thad no idea I was near the record,” 
whispered the soft-spoken senior from 
Jacksonville. “At halftime, they told me 1 
hhad gained just over 100 yards | didn't 
‘even think I had gained that much.” 

But early in the fourth quarter. Platt 
had 131 yards, and it didn't appear he 
would set the record, until he took a pitch 
to the right —again—and raced 22 yards. 
Two caries Inter, he broke the record 
‘with a run around the end. 

“Tm very happy to have the record, of 
course.” said Platt, selected as the Chev- 
rolet Player of the Game by ABC. It was 
Platts second such honor in his career. 

“L stil didn't think T had that many 
yards, even at the end of the game,” he 
continued. 

“But the line blocked well. The holes 
were there all day.”” 

Florida State did nothing fancy with its 
offense against Memphis State, it didn't 
have to. It's attack had the originality of 
finger painting. A distinct Woody Hayes 
flavor. Pitch right. pitch left and hand off 
up the middle 

“There were very few times in this 
game." said Stockstil, “where we really 
had to throw the ball.” 

But even with the no-fills offense, FSU 
Picked up 365 yards, rushing just 18 
yards shy of another school record set 
bback in 1957 when the Tribe rushed for 
383. yards against Abilene Christian, 
Sophomore Ricky Williams had another 
‘excellent game, rushing for 60 yards in a 
reserve roll And fullback Mike Whiting 


rushed for 78. 

While the game itself inpired nothing 
but yawns for the most part, there were 
some moments.

Stockstil, deciaring early that he was

Piatt, tying Lamy Key's mark of five 
100-yard games, rushed for 113 and a 
touchdown.

sith score. Billy Capece added nine 
points to his record collection and FSU 
was sitting pretty at 8-1 and waiting for 
the bowl folks and the poll folks to do 
thelr things.

But four cracks at the Seminole goal 
got absolutely nothing except frustration.

TALLAHASSEE—Now they wait for 
the reviews. Florida State closed its off 
Broadway ect Saturday and can only 
hope the show was good enough to eam 
a booking on the Great White Way of col- 
lege football—the New Year's Day bowls 

The Seminoles finished with another 
bravado preformance. They trounced Vir 
gia Tech 31-7 at Doak Campbell Sta- 
dium before 51,487 appreciative patrons. 
That pushes No. 3 FSU to 9-1 and, after 
No. 1 Note Dame's shocking standoff 
with meek Georgia Tech, probably No. 2 
in the land. With a day of rest scheduled 
for next Saturday's bowl-bid scramble, 
that is FSU's legacy, the last act com- 
pleted the play 

“We knew the game was really secon- 
dary,” FSU linebacker Paul Piurowski 
said. “We knew we had to win and win 
impressively for the bow! people.” 

Those impressarios from the Cotton, 
Sugar and Orange pares saw what has 
become a typical FSU performance. The 
Seminole defense permitted no she- 
rnnanigans, and the offense engaged in a 
\war of attrition it seemingly always wins, 

The defense choked off VPI's pride and 
joy—tailback Cyrus Lawrence. Entering 
the game ranked eighth nationally with

1,024 yards and 2 128.0 per-game aver- 
age, Lawrence died in the deathlock of 
the Seminoles, He finished with just 83 
vyards on 29 carries. 

Dulled by the daydreaming day, the 
Seminole offense also stalled early. FSU

Jess pass that VPI linebacker Ashley Lee 
intercepted at the FSU 31. Three plays 
later, on a fourth-and-4 play, VPI quarter- 
back Steve Casey defied logical thinking 
and threw @ 25-yard touchdown pass to 
Rod Purdham.

A yellow flag flew to the green, dyed 
for-TV grass as Wayne Peace threw his 
2dth pass. The clock showed 1:03 left in 
the game 

Florida had an illegal receiver downfield 
‘on the fourth down play. 

The dominant Seminoles among the 
biggest crowd (53,72) ever to see a 
football game in Tallahassee rocked with 
whoops that maybe could have been 
heard in Sopchoppy. 

For the first time all Saturday, it 
seemed, they could breathe. 

Florida State quarterback Rick Stockstill 
retreated and hice fell on the ball for 
losses—and it was over. 

‘The Seminoles had won one of the 
hairiest—one of the best—of all games in 
the 23-year series, 17-13! 

‘And now Coach Bobby Bowden will 
narrate the film for boosters at some fu- 
ture time, and when it comes to where 
Florida is leading 13-3 in the second quar- 
ter, he wil say: “Now, we got “em right 
where we want 'em."” There will be roars 
of appreciative laughter, as his knowing 
listeners reflect upon all of the many times 
Bowden teams have pulled ones out of 
the fire after trailing early, 

There Is also the possibility of more 
such playful jokes after the Orange Bowl, 
where on Jan. 1 the Seminoles face Okla 
hhoma, with indeed a chance to emerge as 
the nation’s No. 1 college team—swing 
ing, perhaps, on whether Notre Dame up- 
sets Georgia in the Sugar Bowl and Flor 
Ida State tops the Sooners. 

On this Saturday, however, it was any- 
thing but a laughing matter. Florida 
pushed the Seminoles around in that first 
half in this 10-1 season like none other, 
except Nebraska. 

In the end, it was the Seminoles’ fourth 
straight conquest of their rivals. “It is 
awesome—a great feeling.” sald FSU 
linebacker Paul Piurowski, “I don’t know 
how it would feel to win the World Series 
{n four games, but I think it must fee! like 
this.” 

Piurowski, who led the Seminoles in 
tackles with 15, was one of several Semi- 
nole seniors Florida coach Charley Pell 
sought out in the dressing room after- 
ward. Pell walked in and shook several 
hands, extending congratulations. “I've 
never been so happy to see a graduation 
take place,” said Pell, of those senior's 
last stand against Florida. “We should 
come and cheer at the FSU graduation 
ceremony.” 

The Seminoles won it, the book will 
say, on a 20-yard pass from Stockstill to 
Hardis Johnson with 31 seconds gone in 


the last quarter, putting the final 17-14 
score on the board—but they won it on a 
whole lot more than that. 

‘Twice in that last quarter Keith Jones, 
another one of those seniors. intercepted 
passes, the last time at the FSU eight with 
3:59 let, 

Like so many other opponents before 
it, Florida was shut out by super FSU 
defense in that last half. The Seminoles 
finished the season unscored upon in the 
vital last quarter, a not inconsiderable feat 
In the last half’ of this season FSU out- 
scored foes 193 to 21, and in the closing 
quarter 96 to 0 

But Florida, on 226 yards in the first 
half, took away Florida State's chances of 
finishing as the nation’s No. 1 statistical 
best on defense. After intermission, Flor 
ida netted only 31 yards but the 257 total 
‘was enough to award No. 1 to Pittsburgh, 

Two wide receivers—FSU's Johnson 
and Florida's Tyrone Young—were 
acclaimed the game's outstanding players 
bby ABC, which televised the game nation- 
ally. Johnson collared seven passes for 
107 yards and both Seminole touch 
downs. Young snared five for 109 and 
UF's lone TD. 

“Florida State deserved to win,” said 
Pell. “They came back after the half with 
excellent adjustments. 

FSU, first time it got the ball, jumped 
out front 3.0 on Bill Capece’s 44-yard 
field goal after a drive from the Seminole 
31 sparked by the running of Sam Platt. 

But, tailback Platt. with a busted 
shoulder, soon went down and out of the 
‘game for good after netting 29 yards on 


six cartes, Trainer Don Fauls thinks he 
hhas a fair chance of being able to play in 
the Orange Bowl 

Then Florida went against the grain 
with imaginative offensive work that 
placed the Seminoles squarely on the 
ropes. Essentially. the Gators shed their 
fourswide-receivers offense that they had 
used the last three games in favor of one 
that utilized two tight ends for blocking 
and got a running game going. 

Meanwhile, freshman quarterback 
Peace was evading the rush—and nose 
guard Ron Simmons—with maneuvers 
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left and right, dropping straight back to 
ass only sparingly. 

‘One net result was Florida punted only 
once in the opening halon ts opening 

A bit later the Gators drove to midfield 
before Reggie Herring claimed a James 
Jones fumble 

Then, in 2 magnificent drive. Florida 
moved from its 12. On third down at his 
47, Peace lofted a lovely pass that Young 
gathered In well behind defender James 
Hamrs, scoring on a 53-yard pass. FSU 
had checked off on its defensive signal to 
cover that play, but Hams had not heard 
the checkoff call 

Early in the second quarter, David Lite 
intercepted 2 tipped pass thrown by 
Stockstil, setting up the Gators at FSU's 
36. Brian Clark soon kicked a 38-yard 
field goal for 10:3. 

On its next series. UF drove from its 23, 
mostly on the running of Johnnell Brown, 
and Jones, but an 18-vard pass to Young 
was also a big key, Clark put through 
36-yard field goal, making it 13-3 with 
1:48 left inthe half 

Except for their opening series, the 


Seminoles never threatened prior to inter: 
mission. 

From the third-quarter kickoff, FSU 
moved in a splendid drive, 82 yards to a 
touchdown, 

Ricky Willams, in for Platt, provided 
the spark. The first six times on that drive 
Stockstil handed the ball to Wiliams, who 
accumulated 39 yards to Florida's 43. 
(Willams finished with a game-high 75 for 
21 cares 

Then Stockstill passed to Johnson at 
the 31, the 21 and—three plays later— 
nailed him with a 19-yard strike for a TD 
that narrowed the score to 13-10. 

‘An aroused defense gave Florida only 
cone first down in the thied quarter—on an 
interference call. Mark Dickert got off two 
tremendous punts, one a S5-yarder, to 
keep the Seminoles on their side of the 
field 

Late in the quarter, after the second 
Dickert punt (from the UF end zone). the 
Seminoles moved from their 45. On third 
down, Johnson made an extraordinary 
diving catch of a Stockstil shot for a 29- 
vyard pickup to UF's 32. Four plays later 
fon first down, Stockstil hit a wide-open 


Johnson for the winning TD. 

For the day, Stockstll completed 11 of 
18 (eight of nine in the second half) for 
137 of the Seminoles’ total 275 yards. 

Moments later. Jones intercepted a 
Peace pass at the Florida 30. Four plays 
more, and Capece’s try for a field goal 
from 48 yards out was wide lot 

‘The Gators moved, on Peace passes, to 
FSU's 20. On third down, end Arthur 
Scott sacked Peace for minus 15, Bowden 
said later it might have been the game's 
biggest play. Alter that, Clark was way 
short on a 52-yaed try for three points. 

‘Once more Florida threatened. Peace 
passing the Gators to the FSU 40. Then 
Jones made an acrobatic. somersaulting 
interception at the Florida eight of a pass 
that teammate Monk Bonasorte had 
Tipped 

FSU nursed the ball out to the 23 be 
fore Stark—who had @ 61-yard punt 
earlier—booted on to UF's 44 

‘Then Peace, who hit on nine of 24 
throws for 160 yards, threw four straight 
futle pases agninst laidback, waitng 

lefense. 

Florida had four turnovers—three on 
interceptions—versus FSU's two, The 
Gators were penalized six times for 40 
yards, the Seminoles four for 47. 

“The difference In the second half was 
we played with enthusiasm,” said Stock- 
stil. “We have to play better than this, 
thotigh, to beat Oklahoma.” 

Florida goes into the Tangerine Bow! 
‘against Maryland with a 7-4 record. 

{t was Florida State's 16th straight vic 
tory in friendly Campbell Stadium. 

“L was surprised by the type of game it 
was,” said Bowden.

Desperation forced Oklahoma quarter- 
back J.C. Watts to take a relatively un- 
tested right arm out of mothballs Thurs- 
dy night, and he passed the Sooners to a 
thrlling 18-17 victory over Florida State in 
the 47th annual Orange Bow! Classic. 

He drilled an 11-yard touchdown pass 
to diving split end Steve Rhodes with just 
1:27 remaining to cut into a 17-10 FSU 
lead. The points were the first scored 
against the Seminoles in the fourth quar- 
terall season, 

Watts, from a spread formation, then 
rolled 10 his right and found tight end 
Forest Valora with a two-point conversion 
pass. No defender was within five yards of 
Valora when he cradled the lob. 

‘A 62-yard field-goal effort by FSU's Bill 
Capece on the final play appeared on 
target, but fell five vards short and wrote a 
biter end to a bitter day for the Semi- 
roles. 

Six hours eatlier, undefeated Georgia 
had held on for a 17-10 Sugar Boul vic 
tory over Notre Dame to secure the No. 1 
ranking and erase FSU's national cham- 
Plonship aspirations 

The Seminole's only other loss this 10- 
2 season also was in the Orange Bow! 
stadium, 10-9 to the University of Miami, 
In their fourth game. Then, it was FSU's 
fallure on a two-point conversion attempt 
in the waning seconds that doomed the 
Seminoles 

Big Eight champion Oklahoma, 93 in 
Orange Bowl classics, finished 10-2, win 
ners of eight straight after early-season 
losses to Stanford and Texas. 

“One play.” Coach Bobby Bowden 
said “One play, ... they made one more 
play than we did. That's one of the most 
disappointing losses I've ever had.” 

Gametand-gold-clad FSU fans in a 
crowd of 71,403 had begun celebrating as 
the Sooners took possession for the final 
time. Only three minutes and 19 seconds 
remained, and the Sooners needed to go 
78 yards. The improbabilty was magni- 
fied by the fact Oklahoma's wishbone had 
been contained and Watts had thrown 
only 78 passes all year. The Sooners 
pounded for only 156 yards rushing after 
averaging 360 this season. 

But on third down and nine from the 
23, he fired deep up the right sideline to 
Rhodes, who outleaped safely Gary Hen- 
ty and nearly escaped belore being 
dragged down at the FSU 35. 

‘Aker an incompletion, Watts flipped a 
swing pass to halfback Chet Winters for 
14 yards and another frst down at the 21. 

On the next play, Watts was in the 
clutches of tackle James Gilbert when he 


lofted an l-advised pass into the fat. FSU 
tackle Gany Futch dropped what 
appeared to be a certain interception. 
“We intercepted the pass and ran with it 
‘and dropped it” the frustrated Bowden 
sid. Watts scrambled for 10 yards on the 
next play. 

End Jarvis Coursey got his hands on 
‘another Watts pass on first down from the 
11, but he, too, bobbled it. That proved 
fatal, because Watts and Rhodes struck 
for six on the next play 

That was Watts’ 12th pass and seventh 
completion of the game for 128 yards to 
only 51 for FSU's normally-potent aerial 
game. Not included in official stats Is the

triumph over FSU. Last year's, by 2 24-7

Florida State, the theory was, would 
need Okiahoma fumbles and a typically 
superior kicking game to win. And it wes 
punter Mike Keeling’s fumble of a high, 
hard center snap early in the fourth quar- 
fer that gave FSU its 17-10 lead and 
apparent control 

Center Mark Lucky's whistling snap 
came back helmet-high and sailed right 
between Keeling’s hands It bounced and 
rolled all the way back into the end zone 
as Keeling and a host of Seminoles took 
up the chase 

Keeling. linebackers Ron Hester and 
Reggie Herring and comerback Bobby 
Butler got to the ball at about the same 
time, but Herring muscled Keeling aside 
while Butler recovered for the TD. 

Capece, who also missed fteldgoal 
efforts of 49 and 44 yards, kicked the ex- 
tra point that gave FSU a 17-10 lead that 
held up until Watts departed from Okla: 
home's traditional game plan. 

Practically disdaining the pass, FSU 
kept the Sooner defense on its heels in 
the first half with a conservative power 
game. 

But Capece came up short on a 49. 
yard field-goal attempt late in the first 
Quarter. and quarterback Rick Stockstil 
was repulsed on a fourth-and-a-foot 
sneak at the Oklshoma 32 midway 
through the second to thwart the Semi- 
roles, 
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Finally, tailback Ricky Wiliams capped 
an 11-play. 70-yard drive by darting over 
left guard for 10 yards and a touchdown 
to break a scoreless tie with only 49 
secondsleftin the halt. , 

On third down and one? Willams took 
Stocksti's hando#f and found 2 gaping 
hole carved by tackle Ken Lanier and 
guard Greg Futch to increase his produc 
tion in the march to 29 yards on three 

Stockstil. who netted only seven yards 
on three-for-three passing in the first quar- 
ter, did get the drive going with an eight 
yard pass to Dennis McKinnon and a six- 
yard pass to tight end Sam Childers in the 
‘ight flat. 

But the mobile quarterback’s maior 
contribution came on third and four from 
the Sooners’ 39. He faked a pitch and 
circled left on a naked bootleg for five crt 
feal yards before linebacker Mike Coast 
comralled him 

After a two-yard pass interference 
penalty. Williams took over. He sprinted 
13 yards over the left side and then hit the 
same area for six more. Fullback Mike 
Whiting plunged three yards to the 10, 
and after Stockstil called timeout at the 
line of scrimmage. he came back from the 
sideline with the TD call 

‘Capece’s extra point made it 7-0. Okla- 
oma got three points back on the final 
play of the half, though, as Keeling broke 
‘an Orange Bowl record with a 53-yard 
feld goal 

The Sooners needed more than a litle 
luck. Fullback Weldon Ledbetter swept 
around right end from the Sooners’ 26 
only to have the ball stripped from his 
hands after about a 10-yard pickup, Two 
or three Seminoles had a shot at the loose 
ball as it caromed crazily up the sidetine 
toward midfield. But it rolled out of 
bounds, and Oklshoma had a 25-vard 
pickup. 

Three more plays netted only m0 
yards. but with only eight seconds lett, 
Watts aimed a fourth-down pass at split 
end Jim Rockford and connected for 11 


yards. Rockford struggled over the 
boundary to stop the clock with two 
seconds left 

Keeling. three for eight on field goals 
this season and wide nght on a 34-yard 
attempt early in the second quarter, then 
came on to erase a 44-yard field goal by

‘The Sooners took the second-half kick:

the toughest football schedule ever 
assembled. 

But as a player and field leader for 
the Seminoles, who finished last year 
ranked fifth in the nation, Stockstil 
seems to be saying, “Bring on Notre 
Dame, Pittsburgh, Nebraska, Ohio 
State and LSU.” 

He didn't put it in those words, but 
Stockstil is confident and anxiously 
awaiting the road schedule that re- 
sembles a murderers row. 

He saw a sea of fans dressed in red 
last year at Lincoln, where the Semi- 
noles stunned the Combuskers, 18- 
14. Stockstill also called the signals for 
the FSU offense which rendered Pitt 
helpless in a 36-22 win. 

Those were among the peaks of 
the 1980 season, but Stockstill also 
experienced the ‘valleys. The most 
notable being the last-second 18-17 
oss to Oklahoma in the Orange 
Bowl, which gave the Seminoles an 
10-2 record for the season. 

The fact is, however, that Stockstill 
and his teammates were conditioned 
by a taste of major college football 
last year. They had a degree of suc- 
cess and despite losing eight starters 
‘on defense and six on offense, Stock 
still doesn't seem to be fased by what 
lies ahead. 

“IE | wasn't a player and wasn't as- 
sociated with this program, I'd prob: 
ably say, ‘Golly, how can you play 
and be successful with games like that 
five weeks in a row on the road,” said 
Stockstil 

“But as a player and being part of 
this program and knowing the people 
and coaching staff, I have confidence 
that we'll do all right.” 

Despite his confidence, Stockstill 
realizes the problems the Seminoles 
face as they prepare for the rigorous 
season. 

“We've lost eight starters on de- 
fense,” he said, “and when you lose 
them, you lose a lot of experience 
and leadership. What we need now is 
for people to step forward and be 
leaders. 


“We'll have all new people on de- 
fense and they're going to be making 
mistakes because some of the players 
have never played in those positions 
before. 

“Right now, the offense has more 
confidence than the defense just be- 
‘cause we have more people back.” 

But there are still rough edges on 
both teams and hopefully those kinks 
were worked out during last spring's 
drills 

“In the fall we don’t have time to 
0 over the basics like we did then.” 
he said. “In the spring we stress 
fundamentals like blocking, tackling 
and pass routes. 

“We also found out who'll replace 
who.” 

In that sense, Florida State's spring 
drills took on an added importance 
because for the first time in three 
years, wholesale changes had to be 
made in the lineup. 


While Stockstill can’t predict how 
the defense will adapt to change, he 
can make an educated guess at the 
prospects for the offense. 

“Tthink we'll be as good, probably 
better than last year. I think we'll be 
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more unpredictable,” he said. “Last 
vyear, we ran a lot on first down. This 
year | think we'll be throwing more 
because the teams we'll be playing 
can score, so we'll have to produce 
more points too. 

“[ like a wide open offense. We 
shouldn't throw all the time, but last 
year | thought we could have thrown 
at times when we ran.” 

If the Seminoles do throw more, 
Coach Bobby Bowden should have 
confidence in Stockstil, who com: 
pleted 60 percent of his passes for 
1,377 yards and just eight inter- 
ceptions last year. 

The major graduation loss will be 
that of Sam Platt, who rushed for 983, 
yards. He'll be replaced by Ricky Wil 
liams, who averaged 5.2 yards a carry 
for 383 yards. 

“Ricky (Williams) started some last 
vyear,”” Stockstill said, “and had some 
real good games, so we won't be los- 
ing a thing at tailback. 

“Our major difference will be on 
the offensive line,” he said. “Last 
year, we did a lot of checking off on 
the line and you can’t do that if peo- 
ple aren't communicating 

He said the ability to change plays 
at the line comes with familiarity with 
each other, and that, he hopes, will 


develop as the season progresses. 

Stockstil is looking forward to this 
season, but has one particular foe in 
mine—Ohio State. 

“| was bom in Ohio," he said. “I 
used to go to the games with my 
father. When I signed here, | hoped 
Td be red-shirted so that I could play 
against Ohio State.” 

‘That has happened and now 
Stockstil has the Buckeyes and a host 
of other top-notch teams to play. 


“Tm looking forward to them all, 
‘but mostly to Ohio State,” he said. 

With foes such as Ohio State 
Stockstill realizes that victories can 
send the Seminoles once again to the 
top of the country’s rankings 

“People probably think I'm crazy, 
but I think we can win every game we 
play,” he said 

His statements hardly reflect that. 
Rather, they indicate a desire by the 
Seminoles to stay atop the college 
rankings. They liked flirting with the 
possibility of winning a national 
championship and success against this 
year's opponents would give them 
another shot. 

“I always dream about it,” Stock 
still said. "We came awful close to 
being national champs. 

“Sometimes | go to bed and think 
that if we had done this or that we 
would have been. 

"I'm not bitter about it because we 
gave everything we had in the 
Orange Bowl. And we didn’t have an 
easy schedule last year. But when 
you come that close, it's hard to for-

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Stark Mixes Decathlon, Football

Rohn Stark is a stereotype. 

When he was bor, his dad, with a 
hopeful eye toward the unique and 
distinctive, inserted that “h” in the 
traditional spelling of Ron. 

Okay, Rohn Stark is a unique ster- 
eotype of the All-American boy. 

Paint your word picture of what 
cone of those is supposed to look like. 

How about 6-foot3, 195, well 
tanned, hair a sun-bumed biond— 
the overall striking appearance of 
what they used to call a matinee idol? 

Paint on that mental canvas a per- 
son of broad interests and intelligence 
(a 3.3 average as a finance major at 
Florida State), and do not forget the 
fact he married the childhood sweet- 
heart whom he had known since the 
fourth grade. 

Last spring he became, in fact, 
an All-American in a second sport, 
track. Last fall he had earned that dis- 
tinction in football. 

If Stark does not live with the All- 
American dream, it is something 
close. Stark wants to run the decath- 
Jon in the 1984 Olympics 

Fulfillment of the dream is going to 
be really tricky. Any crystal ball would 
conjure up a pro-football future for 
‘Stark, and there is a conflict there. If 
he tums professional, he cannot com- 
pete in the Olympics as an amateur, 
right? 

“There are loopholes,” said Stark. 
“lt may not be really kosher, but 1 
think it can be done.” 

One loophole may be through 
Stark's eventual affiliation with Ath- 
letic Attic, a group that among other 
things sponsors and assists amateur 
athletes in their careers. Stark thinks 
his pro football income could be 
signed over to the Athletic Attic, and 
then that organization would dispense 
to him regular money for expenses 
that could run pretty high. 

Stark also speaks of the possibility 
of legal action to permit his Olympic 
competition. 

The realistic prospect is that some 
NFL team is going to come after him 
hard following his senior season at 
Florida State. There are those that say 
he is the college game's best punter 
since Ray Guy. 


“If for some reason | was picked 
late in the pro draft and seemed not 
to have a whole lot to look forward to 
there, 1 would certainly vigorously 
pursue the decathlon,” said Stark. 
"Stil, if I don't score at a world-class 
level, I would soon give up my quest 
for the decathlon as far as the Olym: 
pics are concemed.” 

Progress in the multiple-event de- 
cathion is tedious. In eaming All- 
America acclaim, Stark registered 
7,612 points while finishing eighth in 
the NCAA decathlon. 

“World class is like over 8,000 
points,” said Stark. “I'm competing 
against guys who train the year-round 
in this event. I can't do that because 
of football” 

While Stark leaves no question 
about his greater identity with track, 
he enjoys both sports immensely. 

“Football is such a team thing—it's 
exciting,” he said. “But you don't ful- 


fill Your own destiny as much. | spend 
a lot more time practicing track, and | 
love to practice it.” 

At night, Stark often goes alone to 
the FSU ‘track and tums on the 
lights—he has a set of keys to do this. 
Then he runs. His wife Ann, a legal 
secretary, is sometimes with him. 
“She is so supportive,” said Stark. 
“For the decathlon, she comes out 
and sits two days—which is about as 
hard as doing it’ 

His father, Don, has been a TWA 
pilot for 26 years. Rohn aspired to a 
similar career, and by age 17 was a 
licensed pilot back home in Fifty 
Lakes, Minn. 

He received an appointment, out of 
high school, to the Air Force Acade- 
my, but a year of prep school was first 
required at Colorado Springs. After 
nine months, Stark retumed home. 

“{ decided I didn't like the program 
that well,” said Stark. “Another thing, 
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when I took my physical they said 1 
could never be an Air Force pilot be 
cause | had this slight curvature in my 
spine—something about the risk in- 
volved if Thad to use an ejection seat. 
I didn't know about the curvature un- 
11 I got there. Never had the slightest 
problem with it” 

Another factor, pethaps the biggest: 
He wanted to go back home and 
‘many Ann, which he did 

Florida State heard about Stark 
through John Crowe, an Air Force of- 
ficer who taught Stare trigonometry at 
the prep school. When Stark dropped 
Out, Crowe sent films to FSU assistant 
Bob Harbison. FSU soon had Stark 
down for a visit, and offered him a 
scholarship. “I had never heard of 
Florida State,” said Stark. “But | real- 
ly liked the school” 

Though he is a pilot, Stark has not 
flown a plane since he’s been here. 
‘Neither the resources nor the time,”" 
he said. “Football runs into track, and 
track runs into football.” 

He has not been home in three 
years. “I would have gone around 
Christmas, but we were in the Orange 
Bowl two years in a row,” he ex- 
plained. 

Right-handed, Stark punts left 
footed 

“I'm convinced that's the best com- 
bination for sports,” he said. “Any 
time you do any activity right-hand- 
ed, you have to lead with your left 


leg, 

“That left legis inordinately strong. It 
explodes into a football 

The _left-footed spin is a distinct 
plus. Retum men find Stark punts 
hard to return, One reason Is that he 
almost invariably kicks them high, but 
another is they're accustomed to the 
differing spins of right-footed kickers 
Stark punts are more apt to be fum- 
bled ifa runner tries to handle them. 

“[ don't think they pay any atten- 
tion to my being left-footed,” he said. 
“Lknow Ist in on our own meetings, 
and I never hear them say ‘this guy 
we're facing is a left-footed pu 
and we're gonna change our rush. 

The rush that Stark faces is de- 
signed for right-footed punters. It 
gives Stark extra time. He's kicking 
from the other side. 

"YA tenth of a second is a lot of time 
when you're talking about punting,” 
said Stark. 

He has never had one blocked, ex- 
cept in the last spring game when he 
was working with a second-string 
snapper and also with the false im- 


Pression that no attempts would be 
made to block punts in that game. 

dust standing there on the field, 
Stark will kick eight of 10 balls about 
75 yards from the point he’s standing. 
There is the theory that punters are 
bom, not made, and Stark tends to 
agree. He said he never received 
many tips until last year—when his 
average soared above 45 per and he 
attracted — tremendous attention. 
“Then | started getting a lot of coach- 
Jing pointers,” he said, laughing. 

A gifted athlete, Stark could have 
been an All-America wide receiver, 
coach Bobby Bowden said recently. 
He might have been a success in al- 


most any sports, so easy does it come 
ex Bice Seek hen piepediondy one 
round of golf in his life; he shot a 94. 
In high school he was an outstanding 
basketball player. 

Last season, after the Pitt game, 
when he averaged 48.1 on seven 
punts, United Press International 
named him its defensive player of the 
week in the Southeast. 

‘That was unprecedented, unique, 
absolutely distinctive 

And his father, wherever he was 
flying that day, must have been ex- 
ceptionally proud. They even spelled 
Rohn right.

“I've met 
Muhammad Ali, Joe Frazier and Billy Conn, 
but! never crossed paths with OY Joe 

listened to many of his fights on the 
radio and as clear as if it were yesterday, | 
‘can remember lsteningto the fightin which 
he knocked out Max Schmeling. The radio 
‘was in the living room and we sat on the 
porch listening through the screen door. | 
‘can even remember by mother saying, “Joe 
gotthatol German.’ 

Bouden rarely misses a closed circuit 
championship fight or ESPN's Thursday 
Night Boxing telecasts. He's also into kick 


boxing. 

“Don't ask me why. but  quess lust lke 

to watch people hit each other,” he said 
‘As long as | can remember, I've loved 
boxing” 

Although he never served in the military, 
Bowden is somewhat of an Armed Forces 
expert.

Opposing schools protested, but soon 
realized they had been outmaneuvered

“We play them in a year or two,” is all 
Bowden will say now about Auburn. “Basi 
cally, I had had enough of losing players

‘The attention brought to the Seminoles 
‘under Bowden has been national in scope, 
bbut he knows his chief rival is the close-to- 
home Florida Gators 

"I don't think we're going to dominate 
them and they aren't going to dominate us 
during the next few years,” said Bowden, 
‘who owns four straight victories over the 
Gators. “There are a lot of football players 
in the state and, if we don’t get our share,

losing the recruiting war in the South.” 

‘A native of Birmingham. Ala.. Bowden 
has always dreamed of coaching In the 
Southeastern Conference. While at West 
Virginia, he applied for the Vanderbilt and 
Mississippijobs, but didn’t get them 

“1 always thought I'd coach at Alabama 
or Auburn.” he said. "Aubum, of course 
had an opening this past year and | didn't 
take t Alabama, wel, think1'm too old for 
the guy they'll want to succeed Bear 
(Bryant), and that would be too tough an 
actiofollow 

Louisiana State appealed to Bowden's 
Interest a few years ago. He was mentioned 
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as a strong candidate to replace Charlie 
McLendon and he reveals how close he 
came to taking the job. 

‘We were 2-0 and going over there to 
play in Charlie McLendon’s last year.” he 
said, “They didn't have a great team, but | 
thought f they beat us, maybe that's where 
I should be. They have all those facies 
and all. Well, we went over there and beat 
them and that settled a lot of things in my 
mind, 

“Then this last year we beat Nebraska 
and Pitt and that about convinced me this 
rmight be the best job in the country and that 
‘we ould getit done overhere. 

Bowden would dearly love to see FSU 
getinto the SEC, but seesit happening only 
if travel costs force the conference to add 
‘wo teams and splitinto two divisions, 

Meanwhile, Bowden goes about his pur: 
suitof those immediate goals. 

“We're not on automatic pilot yet like 
Alabama or Oklahoma,” he said “We 
don't get the players they do, We've sll got 
tohave teamwork.” 

‘When he antived on the FSU scene five 
years ago, Bowden said he expected—not 
hoped—to tum the downtrodden Semi- 
nolesaround.

Behind the closed doors of the state's 
third largest university, Dr. Bernard Francis 
Sliger, a 56-year-old economist, is known 
‘as President Sliger. But his friends call him 
Bernie, and at the Ouzts’ bait shop and 
‘oyster bar in nearby Newport—where he is 
something of a regular—they call him BJ. 
Not BF. mindyou. BJ. 

By any name, many people call him the 
behind:-the-scenes saviour of Florida State 
University’s athletic program: the guy at the 
top of the Seminoles’ three-step secret to 
success. 

He keeps Bobby Bowden wound up 
thatkeeps the dollars comingin. . and that 
keeps the school'sstudents, faculty and ath- 
Jeti staifhappy. 

Simple. 

Like Sliger's philosophy on the attitude a 
college president should have toward ath- 
lefics, “Every president that's involved in a 
public institution has to be interested in ath 
letics, orhe shouldn'ttake thejob,” he said. 

Sliger has more than a passing interest in 
athletics, and has more than a few numbers 
tobackup that interest 

Foran opener, there's the $3 milion FSU 
has profited from television and bowl 
‘games in football over the past two years. 
For another, there's one from the opposite 
‘end of the spectrum —minus $500,000. 

That's how indebted FSU's athietic pro- 
gram was when Siiger, hired as an execu 
five vice president in 1972, took over as 
presidentin the fall of 1976, 

The school was subsidizing the program, 
which is sure o get the rest of the academic 
‘community up in arms. And usually, if such 
a trend continues, it means the end of a 


University's athletics as they are known, be- 
ginning with the elimination—at least 
¢de-emphasis—of the football program. 

In fact, FSU did go through low-level 
discussions about the possibilty of putting 
its football program—1-21 in 1973 and 
°74—out of its misery as recently as 1975. 

“In addition to having a deficit.” said 
Sliger, “itlooked like we were going to draw 
20,000 game and we were going to havea 
‘continuation of this” 

But this year, the big question at FSU 
was, “What's wrong with the basketball 
team?” 

Joe Williams’ Seminoles, NCAA toumna- 
ment participants the previous two years,

Alter all, Bowden led his Saturday night 
wartiors to their second consecutive 
Orange Bowl appearance, adding a 10:2

‘And the Seminoles’ women's softball 
team (slow-pitch) won the Association of 


Intercollegiate Athletics for Women na: 
tional tile. The baseball team finished 56. 
23. advancingas faras the NCAA Regionals 
for the fourth consecutive year. The men's 
track team is expected to add another 
national top 10 finish onto last year's No. 3 
at this weekend's NCAA meet The 
‘women's track team already finished third 
nationally. 

FSU has won five straight Metro Con- 
ference championships in men’s golf and 
track, with its golfers finishing 15th for the 
second consecutive year at the NCAA 
tournament. Its male swimmers won the 
Metro four straight times before the meet 
‘was discontinued this vear. The FSU female 
golfers are ranked fourth nationally heading 
into the AIAW meet, and their respective 
counterparts in swimming and cross coun 
try finished 14th and 21stnationally 

‘Oh yeah, both Seminole tennis teams 
won first-ever Metro tiles at last month's 
tournament in Tallahassee 

Did yougetall of that? 

Sliger does, and he finds it funny that so

many people have a hard time understand- 
‘ing why the Seminoles’ have been that suc- 
cessful. 

“L think they overcomplicate things.” 
said the president siting behind his desk 
outitted in 2 springtime uniform of golf 
shirt, khaki pants and Hush Puppies, 

‘Sliger finds only two concrete reasons for 
the Seminoles’ new-found athletic prowess: 

‘Bowden has tumed around the football 
program, the prime underwriter of any 
schoo! sathleti fate 

“The Florida Legislature has granted the 
state's universities money to fund a yeo- 
‘man's share—$842.579 of a total budget 
of $1,287,625 at FSU in 1980-81 —of the 

Title IX women’s sporting teams, 
which now number the sameas the school's 
‘men’steams, eight 

‘Those happenings, plus what Stiger calls 
the “cyclical nature of sports.” have been 
‘enough to bring about a role reversal at 
FSU. Now, rather than being a beneticiary, 
the athletic program is a benefactor of the 
university, 

From the top of each of FSU's Orange 
Bowl checks—$1.3 milion in’79, $1.5 mil- 
Hon last year—Sliger has | diverted 
$100,000 for a sel-styled series of endow- 
ments. The money is spread around the 
university, helping to add staff and other 
resources for the top faculty. Also, about 
+$25,000 has been steered from athletics to 
the school's National Mert Scholar Fund. 

“We're tying to indicate there is a 
relationship between athletics and aca: 
demics, even for academics through ath- 
letis,” said the FSU president. “It seems 
when athletics are doing well we ought to 
move (the proceeds) in the other direc- 
Ps 

Sliger finds evidence of the relationship 
between asuccessful athletic programanda 
successful university in FSU's rising rate of 
enrollment applications. 

Six vears ago, FSU did not have enough 
applicants o fil he 2,500 student freshman 
class which is allowed by the Legislature. 
This year, more than 8,000 
had been received when Florida State de- 
‘Gidedto stop taking them. 

“By attracting more students, we're able 
to raise the test score, grade point average 
which we let in,” sald Sliger. “I think the 
increase (in applicants) has been pushed 
‘along by our athletics.” 

Sliger frequently stresses his pride in 
FSU’s academic standards, and points to 
two examples where the school's aca- 
<demics have played a big role in recruiting 
athletes. 


“Take Nicklaus’ boy (Steve, a football 
signee this year)” said Sliger. “Jack sat in 
this office for 30 minutes, and I know the 
‘boy wasn't going to come here until Jack 
‘was dam sure we had a business program to 
‘rain and educate that person. 

“And look at Herschel Walker. He kept 
ooking at us because of our criminology 
program, That was the one chance we had. 
I think he gave us more of a chance for that 
than our football program. There's prob- 


ably 20 schools where he could have gotten 
in the same kind of football program, but 
very few could compete in criminology.” 

Sliger is the final authority in matters 
involving FSU's athletic —a claim 
backed up by the presence of Phil Fordyce 
in the inner sanctum of athletics for 13, 
‘months. When John Bridgers resigned as 
‘AD in December. 1979, Sliger appointed 
his top assistant, Fordyce, asinterimAD. He 
filed that post until Hootie Ingram was 
hired in January. 

Sliger doesn't hesitate to assert his roleas 
leader. 

“Llet @ department alone, but | want 2 
department to know I'm watching the pro- 
gam,” he said. “If we get charged with a 
recruiting violation, I'm the person that has 
togowherever.I'salways the president. 

“The final authority for athletic matters 
restsin the hands ofthe president.” 

Ttdidn’t take Sliger long to figure that one 
‘out. Something about crises seems to speed 
up the discovery of realty 

“T'dlook up, and John Bridgers would be 
in the doorway saving, ‘What are going to 
do about this or that?” Sliger said of his 
early days as president. “One time. it even 
was about meeting our payroll. Even when | 
was lying in the sun, if there ever was time 
for it, that was what I was thinking about. 
How are we going to get out of the hole? It 
took alot ofnervous energy, aswellastime. 

“There's only so much an athletic direc- 
tor can do before he has to come to the 
president,” continued Sliger, “If | have to 
‘get involved with bailing out (a program), 
Tmgoing to be in charge ofthe program,” 

As such, Sliger's main contribution to 
FSU has been the continued 
‘of Bowden, the pied piper of profits. 

‘Alter turing Darrell Mucra's 38 team of, 
"75 into one which won 23 games in three 
years, Bowden was a hot commodity in 
1979, All but the most wild-eyed Seminole 
said he was too hot a commodity for un- 
heralded, independent Florida State to re- 
tain. Especially when Louisiana State came 
calling, looking for Bowden to replace 
Charlie McClendon, 

‘What Sliger did was orchestrate a pack- 
age involving a minimum of $585,000 
spread over five years, and get Bowden's 
name on the line the week FSU was set to 
play in Baton Rouge, La. Since then, no 
‘one’s come near taking Bowden away. 

“We made a great move to keep Bob- 
by.” said Sliger. "We put together a good 
package. I even had one of the people on 
the committee ask me what about the foot- 
ball coach making more than the president. 
That sasillyattitudeto have.” 

‘Sliger points with pride to the recent hir- 
ing of Pat Dye at Auburn, especially since 
published reports sald the Southeastern 
Conference school was interested with 
Bowden butfelt he could not be had. “They 
didn't even make a play,” said Sliger. 
“That's half the battle. Of course, LSU 
‘made a run at him. I think that was impor- 
{ant for our people to see that places like 
LSU or Auburn couldn't take away our 


coach.” 
Once, Sliger admits, he would have 
loved tohave been in Bowden'sshoes. 


“My first ambition was to be a coach,” 
said Sliger, who grew up in the loaging town, 
of Trout Creek, Mich., (pop. 700). 


‘As @ high school student there. Sliger 
skated, skied, played football and basket- 
ball and ran track. He also wrote sports for 
the school paper, as well as the Cloveriand 
Press, alocal weekly. 


Trout Creek wasn't much of town while 
Sliger was in high school—18 students 
tumed out for football one year: the pro- 
gram was dropped the next—but Itwas less 
‘when he retumed after a three-year tour of 
duty with the Army during World War IL 
‘The town and the school were both so small 
that Stiger was hired as.a high school teach- 
‘er and coach despite having attended only 
two years of college. “The superintendent 
s2id he dit have anybody ele” sid 

ger. 


Ammed with the school's only piece of 


track ‘a shot put, and an annual 
salary of $2,100, there went Sliger. It beat 
‘workingin the sawmill 


‘The next year, however, Shiger refused a 
$400 raise and returned to Michigan State. 
Said Sliger. “That was the end of my ath- 
leticcareer. .. untill became president.” 


Sliger attends nearly all Seminoles sports 
events in Tallahassee and rarely misses a 
football game. home or road. All in all, 
though, he'd rather be watching baseball. 


“If Miami and Arizona State were playing 
in Valdosta (Ga.}, I'd be at the game,” said 
Sliger, “because Iwanttosee it.” 


“I like athletics for its sheer entertain- 
ment value. 


Which leads to a problem. Many people 
feel that the FSU president must neglect 
‘other areas ofthe university ithe is tobe so 
‘actively involved withits sports program. 


“It concerns me,” said Sliger. “When 
they have that idea they have an incorrect 
picture. I's lot easier to.go out and root for 
the baseball tam than a Nobel Prize winner 
in physics, although I'm more concemed 
with academics. 'd be faking iti | went to 
‘one of his lectures, because I wouldn't 
know what wasgoingon.” 


‘Sometimes, Siger pondered, such ctt- 
{calattitudes are only a sign of the times. 


“Ii a program is doing poorly, very few 
people say you're overemphasizing it” he 
sald. "But if you're doing wel alot of peo- 
pile say you are spending too much time on 
it I can unequivocally say I'm spending a 
hell of lt less time on athletics now that | 
‘wasin'760r'77."

And the search continues. . .

The crystal ball predicting Florida 
State's football future indicates the 
Seminoles should give anybody a run 
for their money. 

If there's one thing the incoming 
freshman class does best. it's run. 

‘And Bobby Bowden doesn't seem to 
mind that one bit. He reasons that foot- 


speed usually provides the winning 
edge 


And this nationally-ranked recruiting 
class may be the fastest in FSU history. 

Recruiting analyst Joe Terranova 
picked the Seminoles sixth in the na- 
tion, citing the newly acquired speed 
and explosive offensive potential. 

‘And all this was done before Billy 
Allen walked into Bowden's life at 
spring practice and proved that 22- 
year-old Air Force freshmen walk-ons 
can help coaches find happiness. 

‘Allen was originally recruited in high 
school as a trackman. 

‘And no less than nine future Semi- 
noles were high school track standouts 
which adds to the mystique of this cov- 
ted recruiting roster. 

Greg Allen was a state long jump 
champion as a junior for Milton, J 
Hester anchored the state record- 
equalling 440 relay for Belle Glade 
Glades Central. Rocky Kinsey ran a 9.5 
100-yard dash for Madison Central 
Cedric Jones was @ region 100-yard 
dash champ for Valdosta, Ga., 
Lowndes High as a junior. 

‘Scott Merson was a shot putter and 
dashman for Seminole High, Quinton 
Reed led off one of the state's fastest 
relays for Panama City Mosley. Tony 
Smith was a region long jump and 
dash champion as a junior for Miami 
Southridge and Pat Woolfork was a 
state meet scorer in the shot put for 
Vero Beach. 

But this future football squad is not 
composed of trackmen alone. This is a 
squad of basketballers, baseballers, 
weightlifers, boxers, a younger 
brother, bloodlines and scholars. 

The younger brother is 
linebacker-fullback Merson (brother 
Bob is a center). The bloodlines belong 
to receiver-defensive back Steve Nick- 
Jaus, son of golf great Jack Nicklaus, 
and’ halfoack Ron Moore, son of a 
former Seminole footballer. 


The scholars include J.D. Dowell, an 
offensive lineman from Tampa Plant, a 
school which has produced a Rhodes 
Scholer. 

Basketballers include Orson Mobley 
from Miami Palmetto, a 6-foot-6 tight 
end prospect who has only played one 
year of high schoo! football, but weighs 
around 230 and runs the 40 in 4.6. 
Mobley is also an outstanding baseball 
player and may be the best all-around 
athlete recruited. And like Steve Player 
‘of Valdosta Lowndes runs the disci- 
plined pass routes one might expect 
of a team-oriented basketballer on the 
give-and-go. 

Weightlifters include state weightclass 
champions like John Bruce Shoemak: 
er, a defensive back from Ft. Lauder- 
dale Strananhan, and Lennie Chavers 
from DeLand, @ nosequard/linebacker 
who benches over 400 pounds. The 
boxer is defensive back Brian McCrary, 
a Tennessee State Golden Gloves 
champion from Germantown whose 
dad once played for Bowden. 

‘The group includes 15 first team all- 
staters, seven all-Southems and two 
All-Americans, swift running back 
Jones and kicking specialist Mike Ren- 
dina of Pompano Beach, The all-South 
selections range from McCrary in Ten- 
nessee to Jones, Player and Eric 
‘Thomas—all from Valdosta Lowndes— 
in Georgia to Allen, Hester, Smith and 
Roosevelt Snipes of Sarasota among the 
Floridians. 


There is 2 preponderence of talent 
among backfield candidates which 
prompts Bowden to say, “we are now 
starting to get the blue-chip athletes to 
compete for positions, This is an indica- 
tion of how our program is pro- 
ee 

Thomas was the lone quarterback, 
but running backs and defensive backs 
joined the fold to help fill a void. In- 
cluded were defenders like Tallahassee 
Leon all-stater John Feagin and Geor- 
gan Tracy Ashley. 

The Seminoles also sought line- 
backers and corralled Georgian Henry 
Taylor, Venice all-stater Peter Panton 
and Lake Wales’ second team all-stater 
Darryl Gray. 

Numbers are down on linemen but 
Vero's Woolfork—the school's best 
lineman since Pittsburgh Steeler 
Tyrone McGriff—joins a sturdy cast in-

cluding the 235-pound Dowell, 245. 
pound Danny Morris of Lake Brantley, 
6-foot-6 Tim Flasher of South Bro- 
ward, 225-pound all-stater Mike Hutto 
of Marianna and center Dave Roberts, 
2 second team all-stater and technique 
blocker at 225 pounds. 

Two dozen of the newcomers are 
Floridians, six are from Georgia and 
‘one from Tennessee. 

The recruiting class ranges in size 
from 5-9 (Kinsey, Smith, Snipes and 
Rendina) to 6-6 in weight from 170 
(Kinsey and Rendina) to 240 (Chavers 
and Mobly). Nine athletes are 6-2 or 
taller. Some 24 have run 4.8 or faster. 

Ah, that speed again. 

And six of them proved during the 
spring that they belong. Billy Allen, 
‘Smith and Jones sparkled as running 
backs. Thomas excited the coaching 
staff with his potential at quarterback. 
Player proved he could run the routes 
and caich the ball in traffic and Merson 
oozed with potential. 

That's what Bowden likes so much 
about this incoming class. The poten- 
tial, the explosiveness, the speed of 
“Those Runuvaguns.” It's got the 
alumni whetting their football appetite
